lumbus in six hours, in Cincinnati in 
12 hours, in Cleveland in nine hours 
and in Pittsburg in IS hours, and that 
65 per cent of the guard could be de- 
pended upon to respond for service 
for a period of 60 days. 


Major Rogers compliments Cavalrv

of a soldier. The discipline was good, 
and there was a ready and cheerful 
obedience of all orders from superior 
officers.

was unusually quiet. No liquor was 
allowed in it and no ladies were al- 
lowed there after taps. 


"That the state has many officer-; 


who have had experience in the field 
and are willing to devote the time and 
attention necessary .to bringing the 
guard to an efficient, effective anl 
well disciplined force is shown from 
the fact of the almost total absence of 
the usual impediments carried into 
camps heretofore, and also by their 
honest endeavor -to become used to the 
customs of the regular army under 
such circumstances. 


The anxiety of the medical officers

very small sick reports as a resulr, 
show that they have profited from 
lessons taught by experience in the 
field. 


The intelligence and obedience of

I witnessed 
the departure of the First brigade and 
also the arrival and departure of the 
Second, and there was no confusion 
in either case. The food supplied in 
the camp was ample and well cooked, 
the camp was admirably located, and 
the garbage collected daily and prop- 
eily disposed of."

FULL TEXT 


Of the Platform Adopted 


at the Democratic 
State Convention. 


In state convention assembled, tre. 


the Democrats of OMo, hereby 
ac- 


knowledge and declare our continued 
allegiance to the Democratic party of 
the nation and on national issues re- 
affirm and endorse the principles laid 
down in its last national 
platform 


adopted at Kansas City, and wnich 
was fully and ably represented in the 
presidential 
campaign of 1900 by 


William Jennings Bryan. Regarding 
those principles as opposed to im- 
perialism and colonialism, as opposed 
to government "by injunction, as op- 
posed to trusts and 
trust-fostering 


tariffs, as opposed to financial mo- 
nopoly and as opposed to all 
other 


legalized monopolies and privileges, 
we condemn every effort to repudiate j 
or ignore them. 


In state and municipal affairs we 


pledge our party to a faithful appli- 
cation of those Democratic principles, 
to the end that the burdens of taxa- 
tion may be equalized and home rule 
and local self-government be 
estab-i 


.lished and preserved. 


REPUBLICANS ARRAIGNED. 


Under the long continued control of 


the Republican party in this state, 
monopoly has been fostered and pro-j 
itected; the farmer and the

home owners have been burdenei 
with excessive taxes that the bene-

Work Being- Done by 


United States Geological Survey. 


[Special Correspondence.] 


Washington, Oct. 6!—While much of 


the work done by the United States 
geological survey is technical and con- 
sequently uninteresting to the nonsci- 
entin'c citizen, some of it is unique. An 
instance of this is the making of a top- 
ographic injip- of a curious formation 
in northeastern Wyoming known as 
"the Devil's Tower." The Indians call 
it "the Bad God's Tower." 


It is a volcanic core of great age, a 


wonderfully 
symmetrical shaft 
of 


stone, towering C25 feet almost perpen- 
dicularly above the surrounding coun- 
try. In spite of its great height it is in 
reality but the remnant of a former 
widespread lava flow. 


"When the region has been mapped, 


the topographic work on the Black 
Hills uplift, which has been carried on 
for some time by the geological survey, 
will be completed, and maps of this 
important region will be available to 
the public. Within recent years two 
spscial maps were made by the govern- 
ment of the valuable mineral belt in 
the vicinity of Deadwood and Lead, 
and since then the remaining area has 
been carefully surveyed on a scale of 
1:90,000. The Black Hills are partially 
occupied by a government forest re- 
serve of the same name, covering over 
1,200,000 acres. They contain rich de- 
posits of valuable ore and also bear an 
important relation to the, water supply 
of the great plains, as the water bear- 
ing beds underlying the plains are here 
upturned on the flanks of the moun- 
tains and receive a considerable por- 
tion of their supply from the streams 
of the region. 


Another interesting investigation Is 


that being made of the rock formations 
known to geologists as pre-Cambrian 
and metamorphic, which comprise some 
of the oldest known rocks of the world. 
Until within recent years much less 
has been known about these forma- 
tions than about those of later date, 
and they have offered some of the 
most perplexing problems of the sci- 
ence by reason of their intensely fold- 
ed, crystallized and chemically altered 
conditions, which have resulted from 
the enormous pressure and heat to 
which they have been subjected in the 
past. These ancient rocks, however, 
are of great economic importance, as 
they contain some of the richest depos- 
its of iron, copper and other useful 
minerals to be found in the country, 
This is especially true of those found 
In the famous Lake Superior mining 
region.

Professor C. R. Van Hise, who for a 


number of years has devoted himself 
particularly to the investigation of the 
metamorphic formations, has been 
placed by the United States geological 
survey In charge of Its studies of this 
important group. He is being assisted 
by Mr.. C. K. Leith in the preparation

Bayley in the completion of field wort

Several original and highly interest- 


Ing problems of railroad construction 
have thus far been developed. Unusua: 
methods are adopted in building tbe 
cutoff across the great lake, and to see 
Italian graders and track layers in 
boots, reaching to their waists working 
like beavers in the water is a picture 
of railroad construction not often seen. 


The permanent track Is now laid for 


a distance of about seventeen miles 
from Ogden west. The shore being 14.5 
miles from Ogden, it can be seen that 
the line is already well out into the wa- 
ter. The company intends to construct 
a solid roadbed in the lake as far as 
shallow water is found, and the piling 
will only be done where it is impossi- 
ble to continue the filling in process. 


When the men first attempted to en- 


ter what was formerly the bed of the 
lake, it was found that the salt crust 
was a deep layer of mud, and it was 
impossible to proceed in the regular 
way. To overcome this difficulty a 
heavy flooring was laid) to the south of- 
the stakes set for the track center, and 
on this was gradually built a tempo- 
rary track for some thousand feet. 


From this trains of rock were un- 


loaded to the north, filling in a founda- 
tion for the permanent track. When 
enough material was unloaded, the 
track' was moved to its permanent lo- 
cation a"nd the flooring used for fur- 
ther temporary track. In this way the 
mud flats were crossed. Then the 
track was gradually raised, work that 
is still going on. 


Another difficulty was encountered 


In the fact that the water is so dense 
that "everything" floats.

WILL PLAY POOL FOR COAL. 


From $OU to flOO u Mouth. 


Ouc of Tlielr Jokex. 
A Boston business man recently 


wrote to the editor of the Scranton 
Tribune, the leading paper of north- 
eastern Pennsylvania, asking him for 
some, light on the conditions of the 
work of the coal miners, says the Now 
York Times. The following Is the re- 
»iy: 


"Replying to your inquiry of Oct. 1, 


I will try to explain mining conditions 
to you as briefly as possible. 


"The miner drills the hole in the coal 


seam, inserts the powder, lires the 
blast which knocks the coal down and 
then takes a rest, while liis helper 
pulls the coal out and loads it into the 
mine car. A miner in four to six 
hours, with easy work, can ordmailly 
knock down enough coal to keep his 
helper busy for eight to tun hours or 
longer. The miner is paid by the car 
in this region, averaging about a dol- 
lar a car, and the usual day's work is 
six cars, holding about 3,000 pounds of 
lump coal, rock 'bony' and slate. 


"Of this $C gross earnings the miner 


pays -?2 to the laborer and keeps $4 for 
himself, out of which he must pay for 
the powder be uses, oil, wicks, fuses 
and tbe sharpening of his picks. In 
some places the unit of pay is the 
square yard of coal in the seam and 
in others a weight unit of 2,750 pounds, 
it being claimed by the operators that ' 
on an average it will take from 2,700 
to 3,000 pounds of gross coal— that is, 
coal as It comes from tbe seam— to net 
one ton of 2,250 pounds of coal as pre- 
pared at the breaker for market. 


"The miners claim that where the 


unit of pa3-ment is the mine car the 
car of today is bigger than In years 
gone by and continually growing. One 
of their jokes is that the mine car is 
made of live oak. 


"However this may be (and my per- 


sonal belief is that there is just about 
as much honesty on one side as on the 
other), it is a fact that the industrious 
miner averages, net, per mouth, for 
about twenty days' work of from four 
to six hours a day all the way from 
$00 to S100 a mouth ::nd could make 
twice as much if he would blow enough 
coal to keep two laborers employed 
instead of one. Today miners who are 
'scabbing" work as high as ten cham- 
bers apiece and earn in some eases §20 
a day. But it is u peculiar fact that 
under normal conditions the miner does 
not seem to be ambitious to do more 
than one chamber at a time or to work 
beyond five or six hours a day. 


"The real cause of this strike was 


that the miners' helpers, who are most- 
ly foreigners, had got it into their 
heads that the miners were not making 
a fair divide. They were organizing a 
mine laborers' movement to force the 
miners to divide even. The operators 
have nothing to do with hiring the 
helpers. They are hired by the miners 
themselves. 
To avert a substrike 


among their 'butties,' as the laborers 
are called, the miners swung the gen- 
eral strike, ostensibly for the points set 
forth in their published demands, but

"Preparations «ie beiisg u:sdc by the 


bureau of forestry for extensive tests 
in the strength and durability of tim- 
bers in various parts of the country, 
most of them scarcely known to man- 
ufacturers and lumber dc.-UotK. v. rites 
the W«<shingtou correspondent of the 
Chicago Tribune. - Many tests mudo 
of the strength of \\o!i known timber 
are particularly <lelicicut on account 
of the fault;, machinery used in test- 
ing. The machinery to be used in these 
new tests is of the i:io&t appnn ed sort, 
and the tests wiil be final in the minds 
of dealers and builders. Experiments 
are constantly being rnnde iu this bu- 
reau with timbers neglected by luin 
bcrnieu throughout the country, but 
which under careful treatment an* 
made to take the place of the various 
forest growths which arc in such con 
Etant demand as to threaten tlie de- 
struction of the species iu &oni3 parts 
of the coui: try- 


Along this line the department has 


just made a report on the much de- 
spised hemlock, so prolific in the ex- 
treme Avcst. Br fair tists made of the 
\vcod it is shown by the dcparftucat 
tl.at it cam in a measure be substituted 
for redwood or cedar, many forests of 
which have been cr.UrciTdcinoh-'hcd by 
injudicious cutting. The rejwrt shows 
that hemlock is best sd-jjjted for uses 
•which require ease of working, hand- 
some finish and lightness combined 
with considerable strength. 


It has been found suitable for floor- 


ing:, joists Jfnd scniiUing, laths, siding, 
ceiling and other such purix*««, ex- 
ceiling most other woods for boxes. 
Te*ts are also 3>cin£ carefully carried 
on in the Philippines, wbrre the in- 
roads of insects are so great.
